The gang then proceeded to Ottawa In 
passing through La Salle they were obliged 
to traverse the principal street of that city 
from the Illinois Central depot to that of the 
Rock Island road.

Messrs. Nditere—With your leave I shoald 
like to notice sowe of the improvements at your 
neighboring town of Lake Forest. When the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Charch 
met in your city in May, 1558, I accepted with 
others, the imvitation to the Assembly and 
iriends in attendance to spend ap afternoon at 
the site of the Liad University. I hed already 
examined the map of the towa and the beauti- 
tul winding streets, traced aloug the banks of 
the ravines, satistied me that it was laid 
out with exquisite taste, and if its location an- 
swered expectation, 1 was even then pre- 
pared to believe that this must in ascore of 
years become one of your most delightful sub- 
urban resorts.

Nature had traced’ the lines for the streets 
when time first began, and the eminent gentle- 
man Who laid out the town showed his superior 
taste by defining upoo parchment those tracings 
which the Great Artist of the Universe had 
imprinted upon this lovely spot.
